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Council looks at Police Budget

With City Manager Janies 
K. Giese’s proposed public 
safety budget for 1986-87 
nearing the $2 million mark 
and a reported 31% increase 
in Class I crimes in the city 
this past year, GreenbelUs 
city council is faced with the 
problem of trying to keep 
within Giese's proposed 11c 
tax rate increase and also 
give the city the best police 
protection it can. These is¬ 
sues were faced at the coun¬ 
cil work session on the police 
budget on Monday, April 28 
with the entire council pre¬ 
sent as well as Giese, Direc¬ 
tor of Administrative Ser¬ 
vices Casimer Prybyl, Police 
Chief Francis T. Hutson, 
members of the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP) and a- 
bout 16 Greenbelt citizens. 

Giese proposes a police budget 
of $1,860,300, a 17% increase 
over last year. Three additional 
police officers are requested, 
which would bring the force to 42 
sworn officers and 11 back-up 
personnel. Two of the additional 
officers would be utilized to form 
a K9 unit. This unit would be 
assigned to work those hours 
when K9 assistance is most like¬ 
ly to be required (5-10 p.m, and 
10 p.m.-5 a.m.) and would be 
subject to call at other times. 
When not performing K9 work. 


the officers would supplement the 
regular police shift. Since it 
would take six months to train 
the men and dogs, the K9 unit 
would not be implemented this 
year. The third officer would be 
added to the detective force. 

Last year (1985-86) council 
authorized five additional officers 
to develop a Selective Enforce¬ 
ment Unit (SEU) to work as a 
team in areas of special crime 
problems such as auto thefts, 
burglaries and drug-related ac¬ 
tivities. This unit has not been 
implemented because necessary 
officer training has not been com¬ 
pleted and equipment has not 
been available. This year’s bud¬ 
get provides for the implementa¬ 
tion of this unit. 

Other increases budgeted for 
are nine new police vehicles, five 
for the SEU and four replace¬ 


ment cars. One car may be kept 
for light duty, bringing the fleet 
to 29. Because the introduction of 
the SEU necessitates getting 
more automobiles, Giese does not 
foresee needing that many new 
vehicles at once in any future 
year. 

Also in the replacement fund 
budget is $32,6C0 to replace 30 
portable police radios. Funds are 
also included to provide for the 
expenses of painting traffic and 
parking lines, etc. and a sub¬ 
stantial pay raise for two part- 
time animal wardens. 

Giese’s proposed budget does 
not include three additional po¬ 
lice officers requested by Chief 
Hutson#, one per shift, nor a 
records clerk. Giese feels that 
the SEU will reinforce the shifts 
by concentrating on special prob-

Arts Center Requests Funding for Full 
Time Directors in Recreation Budget

On Tuesday, April 29, the 
Greenbelt city council held a 
work session at which var¬ 
ious city recreation organi¬ 
zations requested contribu¬ 
tions from the city. These 
requests for contributions, 
which are part of the Recre¬ 
ation Department budget, 
total $42,791 or 236 percent 
of the $18,100 budgeted for 
such purposes by city man¬ 
ager James K, Giese. 

The largest request is the 
Greenbelt Arts Center’s request 
for a $20,C00 contribution. This 
also is the largest increase re¬ 
quested, as the Center received 
$3,500 last year. 

Arts Center President Nick 
Mydra said the funds are needed 
to implement programming and 
provide recreational opportuni¬ 
ties for the community. He called 
the Arts Center a “community 
center” providing resources for 
the entire community, 

Mydra said the Arts Center 
currently offers a children’s 
drama workshop and intends to 
offer workshops for senior citi¬ 


zens. Former President Konrad 
Herling said their objectives are 
to provide better service to the 
community and to become more 
financially viable. 

If the Arts Center is going to 
offer after-school and senior citi¬ 
zen programs, Mydra said they 
need to have someone there dur¬ 
ing the day, since volunteers 
can’t be there all the time—-they 
have to make a living. Thus the 
Arts Center is requesting $20,000 
towards the salaries of the man¬ 
ager and an assistant manager. 
(The current manager, Mary Jo 
Ford, is working on a one-year 
Park and Planning grant.) 

In its report on the Arts Cen¬ 
ter's request, the city’s Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) “reviewed the 1 budget 
with reservation.” PRAB was 
concerned about the precedent a 
grant of city funds solely for a 
manager or assistant manager 
would set for the voluntary or¬ 
ganizations in the city. In the 
request submitted by the Arts 
Center, the total cost of sal¬ 
aries was estimated at $30,000. 

Giese said he saw the city’s 
role more in terms of stabiliz¬ 


ing the theater property and se¬ 
curing a long-term lease. He said 
he had been considering a budget 
proposal along those lines until 
the total size of the budget be¬ 
came apparent. 

Ford said a manager is needed 
to provide continuity and plan 
for operations. Since she was 
hired, she said, ticket sales have 
increased, along with the visi¬ 
bility and viability of the the¬ 
ater. 

Boys’ and Girls’ Club 

The other major increase in 
requested contributions came 
from the Greenbelt Boys’ and 
Girls' Club. However, this is the 
first time in three years that 
they have requested any funds 
from the city. This year they are 
requesting $7,456.50 for equip¬ 
ment and uniforms. PRAB recom¬ 
mended approval of the request. 

One reason for the Club’s re¬ 
quest this year is that they have 
their reserve funds in a certificate 
of deposit at Community Savings 
and Loan and did not feel they 
could rely on the money being 
available. The group has had and 
will continue to have fundrais-

annual membership meeting on Wednesday, May 14 at 8 
p.m. in Center School auditorium. The chief agenda items 
will be the proposal to permit use of GHI unit (s) as a mu¬ 
seum and the proposed revision of the GHI occupancy cri¬ 
teria. Members will also elect five people to the Board of 
Directors, three to the audit committee and five to the Nom¬ 
inations and Elections Committee. 


Candidates who have filed to 
run for a place on the board are 
incumbents Ray Pierce McCaw- 
ley, 7-A Research Rd.; D. Mae- 
Wirick, 13-C Ridge Rd.; Nancy 
Hutchins, 65-M Ridge Road; and 
Andrea Haslinger, 11-P Ridge 
Rd.; Charles D. Hess, a pres¬ 
ent member of the audit commit¬ 
tee and Leo J. Cotnoir, 19-T 
Ridge Rd. The four tap vote get¬ 
ters will serve two-year terms. 
The fifth person will serve for 
one year. (Biographies, page 4.) 

For the Audit Committee three 
candidates have filed for three 
positions on the committee. They 
are: incumbents Beverly J. Col¬ 
vin, 65-G Ridge Rd.; Janet 
James, 39-G Ridge Rd. and Alan 
D. Freas, Jr„ 2-A Southway. 

Five candidates have filed 
for the Nominations and Elec¬ 
tions Committee which has five 
places to be filled: incumbents 
Mary Moien, 6 Woodland Way; 
Sandra Surber Smith, 14 W Laurel 
Hill Road; and John Taylor, 4 H 
Laurel Hill Road; Martha Sin- 
den, 35-K Ridge Rd. and Peggy 
Hool, 19-D Ridge Road. 

During the meeting members 
will be asked to approve the use 
of one or mjire GHI units as 
a Greenbelt museum. According 
to the information furnished to 
members in anticipation of the 
annual meeting, GHI bylaws al¬ 
ready provide for the ownership 
of GHI units by nofc-foT-profit or-

ganizations. 

Moreover, GHI’s attorney has 
ruled that the board of directors 
has the authority to approve a 
modified mutual ownership con¬ 
tract, which allows the use of one 
or more units for a non-residen- 
tial use—that is, for a museum. 
The board, however, chose to put 
the question to the membership. 

The occupancy criteria pro¬ 
posal recommended by the Board 
of Directors provides for the oc¬ 
cupancy of a GHI home by the 
member, the merPber’s family, 
and one unrelated adult. Minor 
children of the unrelated person 
may reside so long as total oc¬ 
cupancy of the unit does not ex¬ 
ceed two persons per bedroom. 
In all cases, the member must 
occupy the unit. 

Two unrelated adults may ere 
ate a joint tenancy and hold join: 
membership in the same way as 
husband and wife can hold mem¬ 
bership jointly. All requirements 
regarding charges, voting rules 
and regulations, etc., would ap¬ 
ply. 

Candidates will be introduced 
to the membership Wednesday 
night but only members of the 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee will be elected that even¬ 
ing. The meeting will be recess¬ 
ed until the following day when 
voting will take place in the 
Municipal Building from 7 a m. 
until 8 p.m.

No Tax Rate Increases 

Some time ago, commenting on 
the constant addition of new 
businesses in Greenbelt, we ven¬ 
tured: “What an increase in the 
tax base! Hey, maybe the tax 
rate can be lowered now." Af¬ 
ter some toying with that idea, 
our skepticism and past experi¬ 
ence took the upperhand: “Nah, 
they will always find something 
to spend the extra money on." 

Well, obviously neither our 
sceptisim nor our past experi¬ 
ence sufficed. In our wildest im¬ 
agination we could not have 
foreseen a proposed double digit 
tax rate increase, — not in these 
days of scrapped COLA's for 
Federal employees and retirees 
and of near deflation. 

Under the circumstances this 
then is as good a time as any to 
voice our thoughts why we feel 
that Greenbelt is great (yes, we 
have lived here for nearly 30 
years). Maybe nobody shares 
our attitude, maybe we speak for 
many of you: we realiy don't 
know. But for us “Greenbelt is 
Great" because it fosters the co¬ 
operative spirit Now, coopera¬ 
tives are voluntary organiza¬ 
tions, where “birds of a feather 
flock together" to pluck the 
fruits of cooperative action. And 
we sure have joined cooperativ¬ 
es, all the way from Nursery 
School to Memorial Society. 

In contrast to cooperatives, 
City action is not voluntary. All 
citizens form a captive audience. 
Naturally there are areas where 
only the City can provide needed 
services, such as Police Protec¬ 
tion and Street Maintenance. 
But it is our contention that the 
City should limit itself as much 
as possible to those activities 
only the City can provide. What 
with Federal, State and County 
taxes, our freedom to choose the 
way we want, to spend our own 
money is already sufficiently lim¬ 
ited. And it is not so that with¬ 
out City help, nothing can be 
achieved. Recent events have 
demonstrated the possibility of 
succeessfully getting donations 
for worthy causes, both from 
individuals and from businesses. 
Cooperation is the word, not City 
handouts. 

Also, not only the amount ac 
tually handed out is of import¬ 
ance. One could say: “o.k., so 
organization x receives $100— 
that’s no sweat off my back." But 
that handout, together with all 
the other ones, has to be admin¬ 
istered, leading to a City Staff 
in which some persons are “no 
longer adequately managing 
their loads " 

Another point: We read that 
the capital improvements bond 
issue will not be able to pay for 
all that is needed. Was this suf¬ 
ficiently spelled out when voters 
were asked to vote on the bond 
issue? Were voters aware that 
the bond issue implied tax rate 
increases? Was it known at the 
time that Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds will no longer be 
available? Under current circum¬ 
stances, do we really want ail 
those capital improvements? 

In summary: let the Citizens 
spend thedr money on the servic¬ 
es and charities of their individ¬ 
ual choice and let the City con¬ 
centrate on providing those ser¬ 
vices which only it can sup¬ 
ply, thus enabling it to keep its 
expansion within the 10 percent 
increase given to it by its in¬ 
creased tax base

lems. 

There are two significant pro¬ 
posed increases in employee bene¬ 
fits and insurance. The insurance, 
Giese cautioned, might not be re¬ 
newable. Joyce Chestnut, repre¬ 
senting Springhill Lake's Crime 
Watch program, asked why this 
was so. Giese explained that the 
number of liability carriers had 
decreased greatly in the past 
year and others are dropping 
out. The city has had to pay a 
large increase to renew other 
policies. 

Revenue sharing funds that are 
available are tagged for data 
processing equipment, two addi¬ 
tional terminals and one printer. 

Although Hutson requested 
more officers than have been allo¬ 
cated in the budget, he indicated, 
in response to a question by resi¬ 
dent Keith Chernikoff, that if 
given a choice he would opt for 
the special units (SEU and K9). 

Concerns of Police Chief 

Hutson professed concern that 
since January 1 the department 
has confiscated 24 firearms and 
16 handguns, a considerable jump 
since last year. Also over $3,000 
in narcotics was confiscated in 
routine arrests. He hopes the 
SEU will work on this because 
he thinks thpre is much more out 
there. It sometimes takes two or 
three officers to control a person 
on PCP, he said. He is concerned 
also that Class I crimes (robbery, 
assault, burglary, auto theft, rape 
and homicide) have jumped 31% 
this year, Hutson said that just 
increasing the force won't bring 
crime down, but can level it off. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld asked in 
what ways the K9 unit will be 
helpful and was given the fol¬ 
lowing examples: when officers 
have to enter a building and do 
not know if anyone is inside, in 
narcotic cases, in tracking lost 
children, in psychological con¬ 
trol of crowds, and in tracking 
evidence. The chief gave the ex¬ 
ample of a rape that had oc¬ 
curred on Greenbelt Road the 
previous week. A dog from the 
county police force happened to 
be available and the police were 
able to find the place where the 
man had been lying in wait, and 
then in tracking the man found 
evidence that corroberated the 
victim's story, 

FOP Requests 

The FOP represented by Sgt. 
Terrence McGrath and PFC Pat¬ 
rick McAndrew asked that three 
items be added to the budget: a 
cost of living increase, night dif¬ 
ferential pay and tuition reim¬ 
bursement. They asked council 
to grant a six percent cost of

living increase for all city em¬ 
ployees. This is two percent 
above what is proposed by the 
city manager. Giese, on the other 
hand, proposed a new pay plan 
for all city employees; each will 
have at lease a one-half percent 
increase and some will have more. 

Shift Differential? 

The FOP is asking for a 55c 
per hour increase on the 11 p.m. 
to 7 a.m. shift, reasoning that 
since some employees do not 
work nights at all now, those 
who do should be compensated 
for it. Giese stated that over¬ 
time pay was given to those who 
work extra hours. It might be 
different, he added, if officers 
worked a steady night shift, but 
shifts are rotated. The officers 
prefer to continue rotating the 
shifts but would like the rotation 
periods between shifts to be long¬ 
er. McAndrew replied that the 
main reasons officers had left the 
force last year were the induce¬ 
ments of take-home vehicles and 
night differential. 

During the past year council 
approved a measure that requires 
an officer to have an Associate 
of Arts degree to be promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant. The FOP 
asked council to raise the pres¬ 
ent tuition reimbursement of $200 
per semester per employee, not 
to exceed $400 per year, to $300 
per semester, $600 per year. 

Giese explained that he did not 
budget this amount because he 
felt that the budget was already 
so high and he thinks the em¬ 
ployee should share in helping 
with his or her education. 

Council member Ed Putens, on 
learning that officers of higher 
rank can augment schooling with 
experience, did not think it fair 
that lower ranking officers could 
not use a combination of school¬ 
ing and experience also. The 
present system, he protested, 
would hurt women and minori¬ 
ties. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram thought council should in¬ 
crease the tuition reimbursement, 
adding, “If it makes that person 
safer on the street, I'm for it." 

Drug Tests? 

A discussion of the necessity 
of testing officers for possible 


drug use ensued. Giese said that 
in few other parts of the city 
government is it more important 
that an individual have all his 
or her faculties and not be pre¬ 
vented from doing the job by 
alcohol or drugs. “It is something 
we have to address," declared 
Giese. McGrath objected to the 
particular test proposed (a uri¬ 
nalysis test), because he felt it 
was not always accurate. Hutson 
said, “We can’t wait til it hap¬ 
pens to say we should’ve done it." 
He understands the FOP's con. 
cerns about the accuracy of the 
test and will sit down and discuss 
it with them. Bram didn't think 
any such test should be imple¬ 
mented jvithout a written policy. 

Citizens Support Police Chief 

Citizens present backed the 
police chief to the hilt. Mike 
Vacarro, president of Greenbriar 
Community Association, protested 
that East Greenbelt is getting 
bigger but there are no more 
police officers. Now is the time 
to hire, he urged. Since it takes 
a year to train, in a year there 
will be more development and the 
need will be there. Budget for 
them now, he insisted. 

Jose Morales, speaking in be¬ 
half of the Springhill Lake Crime 
Watch program promised that 
“We'll give the money, if we 
need the police officers." Council 
found $20,000 to $30,000 for ten¬ 
nis courts and couldn’t find money 
for a police officer—maybe a rape 
would have been prevented, Mo¬ 
rales said. 

When asked how much the ad¬ 
ditional officers that Hutson had 
requested would cost, Giese esti¬ 
mated an extra penny on the tax 
rate per officer. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White advocated some kind of 
balance, an assessment of “what 
we want to pay for public safe¬ 
ty." The police budget is now 
approximately one-third of our 
expenses, White said, and it may 
reach the place where we have 
to ask if Greenbelt can afford a 
police department. Maybe the 
county will have to take over. 
Bowie does not have its own 
force. Weidenfeld replied that the 
Greenbelt police response time 
is three minutes, whereas the

county police take approximately 
25 minutes. That's worth a lot 
of money, he declared. The citi¬ 
zens present agreed, 

Weidenfeld explained that in 
addition to pressure for more 
police, the budget has to cover 
many things. We can’t only look 
at one aspect and ignore the oth¬ 
ers, he explained. As more ser¬ 
ious crime comes in, council has 
to make an effort to address it. 
This year is one of the more 
difficult years, as there is already 
a 10% tax increase proposed. 
Council does recognize the police 
as a very important service, and 
we are going to try to make the 
best decision we can and at the 
same time not raise the tax rate, 
Weidenfeld concluded. 

To end the meeting Dorothy 
Pyles, president of Greenbriar 
Phase II, rose to say that they 
were behind the police 100%. 
Others present agreed.

A Coakley Williams Enterprise 
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Preventiag Flight in the Corn Worm 
Wins Ernest Brown a Trip to Texas

Ernest Gunar Brown, a student at Eleanor Roosevelt 
from Greenbelt will be representing the entire Washington 
area at the International Science Fair at Fort Worth on 
May 10. To this competition come young scientists from 
nine nations, including Japan, several European countries 
and Puerto Rico, to compete for honors with their projects. 
There are expected to be at least 1000 competitors. 


Interestingly, Earnest's project 
did not win the grand prize at 
the Eleanor Roosevelt science 
fair where it was first presented, 
although it was first in the bio¬ 
chemical section. However it did 
place first at the regional science 
fair against entrants from sev¬ 
en counties. For getting the 
grand prize at this competition 
Ernest won a four year full-tui- 
ition scholarship at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. 

His project represented two 
years of research on his part and 
full title is “Analysis of Insect 
Neuropeptide: the control of corn 
worms by using an enzyme to kill 
the nervous system of the 
worm.” One of the most serious 
problems facing farmers in the 
corn belt is the corn worm, 
which is actually the larva of a 
butterfly, heliothis dea. The ad¬ 
ult insect lays her eggs at the 
top of corn stalks and the larva, 
which can grow to be two inches 
long, feast on the growing ears. 
Their appetite is so voracious 
that they manage to destroy as 
much as half the corn crop in 
some areas. (Most of us have 
bought corn with evidence of 
their activities in missing kern¬ 
els, and have even found the pale 
yellow caterpillar in the ear when 
we removed the husks.) 

Some years ago it was thought 
that the corn worm could be con¬ 
trolled through vigorous spray¬ 
ing with DDT and other chemi¬ 
cal insecticides. Unfortunately 
such powerful agents created oth¬ 
er problems, such as killing birds 
and contaminating foods. What 
was needed was something that 
would attack the insect pest but 
not also attack the environment. 

In 1969 a group in Texas found 
the neurohormone that allows an 
insect to fly and engage in other 
activity by releasing the energy 
found in its cells. It followed 
that if a biological agent could 
be found that would attack the 
function of the neurohormone the 
insect could not fly, and it could 
then also not mate or feed, and 
would die without heirs to inherit 
its appetite for corn on the cob. 

Ernest's research involved find¬ 
ing an agent within the insect to 
attack the hormone and inhibit 
its function of releasing energy. 
This he w r as able to do, and 
though the larva developed into 
an adult butterfly the creature 
was unable to fly. At the same 
time because the agent is a na¬ 
tural part of the insect it will 
not harm the environment, nor 
should heliothis dea develop re¬ 
sistance to the hormone inhibitor. 

Brown was first introduced to 
research at a night program held 
at Eleanor Roosevelt once every 
grading period for biology stu¬ 
dents and their parents by facul¬ 
ty member Joseph Kroto. The 
purpose of the program is to get 
students interested in some pro¬ 
ject outside their regular class 
work and Ernest got interested 
in biological research. 

He has worked on the project 
two summers at the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center and 
in addition has been able to de¬ 
mote time to it during the school 


year since he has independent 
study two periods a day. He dis¬ 
cusses his work with Mr. Kroto 
once a week. Kroto also linked 
him with an artist at the Owens 
Science Center to assist him with 
his graphic display of his project. 

He presented a paper on his 
project to the Maryland Junior 
Academy of Science and will pre¬ 
sent one at the American Chem¬ 
ical Society's mini-meeting, 
where he will be the only high 
school student from Maryland to 
present a paper. He is also pre¬ 
paring to publish his work. 

The son of William C, and Gun- 
er Brown of Lakeside Drive, Er¬ 
nest attended Center School and 
a private school for his mdidle 
school two years. At Eleanor 
Rogsevelt he is not in the tech¬ 
nical program but has been in 
the Talented and Gifted (TAG) 
program. This, he feels, gives 
him more opportunity to take hu¬ 
manities courses and to have 
more choice among courses than 
is possible under the relatively 
rigid technical program with its 
emphasis on mathematics as well 
as science. 

He has received encouragement 
in his studies from his family. 
His father, an operations analyst, 
is interested in both environmen¬ 
tal and scientific problems. His 
mother, who taught both English 
and science in Turkey, came to 
the United States on a Fulbright 
scholarship. She is now a li¬ 
brarian. Ernest says that the lo¬ 
cation of their house on Green¬ 
belt Lake has stimulated his in¬ 
terest in the environment and its 
protection. 

While interested in the biolog¬ 
ical sciences he is not disinter¬ 
ested in the physical sciences, 
and he also enjoys playing his 
violin. At present he hopes to 
work in bio-chemistry, and after 
studying at Maryland hopes to 
do graduate work at the Univer¬ 
sity of California at Berkeley.

PUTENS CHAIRS 
COG COMMITTEE 

Greenbelit City Council member 
Ed Putens was recently appoint¬ 
ed to the chairmanship of the 
Metropolitan Washington Coun¬ 
cil of Governments (COG) Pub¬ 
lic Safety Policy Committee. He 
succeeds Albeit Eisenberg, vice 
chairman of the Arlington Coun¬ 
ty Board of Supervisors. 

The Public Safety Policy Com¬ 
mittee (PSFC) works on such 
regional issues as Beltway safe¬ 
ty, emergency medical services, 
crime prevention, disaster and 
emergency preparedness, narcot¬ 
ics, and fire prevention and 
safety. 

After 81 people died on the 
same day in January 1982, most 
in the Air Florida plane crash 
and some in a Metro subway de¬ 
railment, the PS P C was respon¬ 
sible for the development of the 
first Regional Disaster Manage¬ 
ment Plan to respond bo multi- 
jurisdictional emergencies. The 
committee is currently addressing 
the issue of safety on the Capital 
Beltway involving hazardous ma¬ 
terial trans-port, truck inspec¬ 
tions, speed limits and HOV law 
enforcement. 

The Council of Governments 
has kicked-off a regional “I Stop 
For Red Lights” bumper sticker 
campaign in which Greenbelt city 
councilmember Edward Putens 
took a leading role. He is chair¬ 
man of COG’s Public Safety 
Policy Committee. 

The campaign is a result of a 
COG initiative to encourage local 
governments in the Metropolitan 
Washington area to enforce stif- 
fer penalties for motorist vio¬ 
lating red light laws. 

Loyd Smith, Chief of the Fair¬ 
fax City Police Department and 
Vice Chairman of COG's Police 
Chiefs Technical Committee, told 
reporters that the number of ar¬ 
rests for red light violations 
made in the Metropolitan area 
has increased since the adoption 
of the COG initiative last year. 
Smith said the bumper stickers 
“should help to make drivers 
more aware of the fact that red 
lights do have a purpose.” 

Funding for the campaign 
came from COG, AT&T, C&P 
Telephone, GEICO, the Arthur 
Andersen Company and Wash¬ 
ington Gas/Light. The free 
bumper stickers can he obtained 
from the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing.

ers and will not rely solely on 
city funds. 

Several other groups were also 
caught in the freeze at Commun¬ 
ity. The Labor Day Festival re¬ 
ceived a short-term loan, repaid 
soon after the festival, so that 
last year's event could take 
place. 

The Aquatic Boosters asked 
for an increase of $650, to $2,100 
in the funds for swim coaches 
so that two assistant coaches 
could be hired. According to 
Boosters' President Betty Sonne- 
veldt, the coach paid the assist¬ 
ant coaches from her own pocket 
last year. In addtion, the club 
is requesting $1,300 for equip¬ 
ment, the same amount as re¬ 
ceived for equipment last year. 
PRAB reocmmenled approval. 

Giese made a comparison be¬ 
tween the swim coaches being 
paid by the city and the request 
from the Arts Center, but As¬ 
sistant Recreation Director Harry 
James reminded Giese that the 
swim coach is a part-time Rec¬ 
reation Department employee paid 
$3.65 per hour. The funds are 
allocated to the Boosters, but 
remain in city possession until 
the employee is paid by the city. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
requested an increase in the city's 
contribution toward the conduc¬ 
tor's salary from $2,250 last year 
to $2,SCO, and an increase in 
funds for equipment from $800 
to $1,000. PRAB recommended 
approval. 

The Greenbelt Little League 
requested a small increase in 
funding to $4,935, up from the 
$4,700 received last year. The 
money would be used for equip¬ 
ment and umpires’ fees. PRAB 
recommended approval of the re¬ 
quest. 

The Greenbelt Babe Ruth 
League, which serves senior high 
school players, did not appear at 
the work session, but requested 
$1,300 versus $1,000 received last 
year. 

The remaining groups request¬ 
ed the same funding levels as 
last year. PRAB recommended 
approval of all of these requests.

with booth construction, electrical 
wiring and cleanup, as well as 
police protection during the Fes¬ 
tival. 

The Golden Age Club requested 
$1,500 for transportation assist¬ 
ance. The group charters county 
buses for $11.50 per hour for 
various day trips. However, they 
have been unable to obtain a bus 
since February, If they have to 
Use a private carrier, the cost 
would be $38.50 per hour. 

The group said that the city's 
buses are unsuitable for their 
trips since one is too small to 
accommodate their membership 
and the other has a ride too 
rough for many of the members. 

The Greenbelt Running Club 
requested $200, down from $300 
last year, but PRAB recommend¬ 
ed approval of $300 so that the 
group could upgrade their 
awards. 

The Greenbelt Tennis Associa¬ 
tion requested $400 to improve 
their equipment. 

In addition to the city recrea¬ 
tion organizations, The Wash¬ 
ington Ear, which is a non-profit 
radio reading service for the 
blind and handicapped requested 
$1,000, up from the $750 budget¬ 
ed last year. This request is not 
part of the recreation budget, but 
rather comes out of the grants 
and contributions budget. 

In his proposed budget, Giese 
allocated $18,100 for total rec¬ 
reation contributions. He did not 
suggest how the counoil should 
distribute these funds among the 
various groups. At the work ses¬ 
sion, the council gave no clues 
as to how the various groups 
would fare when it comes time to 
draw up the budget.

ed land between the Beltway and 
“Buddy" Attick Lake Park, 
Charlestowne Village and the 
American Legion. The Milton 
Company, as contract purchasers 
of the parcel, have put forth 
plans to build 38 commercial 
townhouse units and 110 resi¬ 
dential townhouses. Under this 
plan the 10 acres closest to the 
lake park would be dedicated to 
the city. 

An earlier plan called for con¬ 
dominium apartments, but at the 
request of council, the developers 
drew up a new plan to show 
townhouses in the residential part 
of the property.

port a light. He asked that the 
city be informed by the develop¬ 
ers of progress in acquiring the 
traffic light.

Hedgewood Drive, White Birch 
Court, Periwinkle Court, Julian 
Court and in all of Lakewood. It 
will also take place in the area 
bounded by Edmonston Road, 
Springhill Drive, Breezewood

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Greenbelt’s Sister City is Pursued 
Amidst the Moscow Bureaucracy 


(Editor’s Note: Gail Drake 
is a Greenbelter who is a 
member of the Peace Com¬ 
mittee, and coordinator for 
the Greenbelt-Rezekne Ex¬ 
change Project.)

We arrived in Moscow 
Sunday afternoon* March 23, 
just ahead of the earliest 
spring flowers and just two 
years behind the invitation 
Greenbelt had sent to the 
Soviet Union inviting Rez¬ 
ekne to join with Greenbelt 
as a “sister city”. “We” in¬ 
cluded me (carrying letters 
of introduction to Soviet of¬ 
ficials involved with ex¬ 
change and sister city pro¬ 
grams, copies of the original 
packet Greenbelt had mailed 
to Rezekne, and many pre¬ 
conceptions of what I expect¬ 
ed to see in the Muscovites’ 
faces — all of which were 
shattered as Muscovite after 
Muscovite mistook me for 
one of them) and seven Am¬ 
erican physicists. 

My perception of impending- 
adventure heightened as the air¬ 
plane pilot grimly announced 
that, although everything was 
physically ready for passengers 
to disembark, everyone would be 
required to wait on board until 
the Soviets gave official permis¬ 
sion to enter their country. Per¬ 
mission must have been immin¬ 
ent, however, because 60 seconds 
later we began leaving the pro¬ 
tection the Lufthansa plane had 
been providing for all of our 
preconceptions and walked into 
the real world of Moscow. 

Our introduction to Moscow 
was appropriately, a line, or 
queue. It took more than an 
hour for our group to finally 
clear the young, serious faces 
behind the glass booths of “pass¬ 
port control,” only to find even 
longer lines at customs control. 

Only at Dulles had we seen 
such lines. 

We found our guide, sober 


enough to satisfy any Hollywood 
movie producer attempting to 
cast a stereotype Soviet bureau¬ 
crat. He was amazingly expres¬ 
sionless as he patiently waited 
for the last of our group to clear 
“passport control” and he pro¬ 
vided a striking contrast to the 
emotions exploding from the 
faces of our group. However, an 
affection for him instantly 
emerged as he escorted us around 
the long lines of “customs con¬ 
trol,” through the diplomats' 
exit, and across the “iron cur¬ 
tain.” As I viewed the lines of 
people exiting the X-ray ma¬ 
chines at “customs control” I was 
amazed to see how quickly and 
easily people seemed to cross 
this phase of the “curtain.” Of 
the hundreds of people coming 
into the country I didn't see a 
single suitcase opened and in¬ 
spected. My mind flooded with 
things I hadn't brought for fear 
they might be seized at the bor¬ 
der. 

Next we were taken to the 
airport exchange bank which, we 
were told, was one of only two 
places in Moscow we could ex¬ 
change our money for Soviet 
currency. We soon discovered 
that Soviets were adamant about 
not accepting any foreign cur¬ 
rency. 

Our hotel came as a surprise 
to the physicists who had par¬ 
ticipated in other Soviet ex¬ 
changes when they had been 
housed in the more plush Intour¬ 
ist hotels. The high cost came 
as even more of a surprise. The 
Minsk, our home for the next 
five days, had a character simi¬ 
lar to that of a college dorm. 
Still, it was clean, we had our 
own bathroom, and a TV. The 
only English we heard spoken 
here was by the eight of us and 
one woman who worked at the 
information desk. The most sig¬ 
nificant information she provided 
was that all public transporta¬ 
tion cost 5 kopecks (about 7 x /2c) 
per trip. 

Armed with a pocketfull of 6 
kopeck coins and a Russian lan¬ 
guage map, I began my quest for 


the House of Friendship where 
I expected to find someone who 
would see-to it that Rezekne real¬ 
ized what a wonderful invitation 
Greenbelt had offered. I fully 
expected to spend some time be¬ 
ing lost. I did not expect to have 
such a difficult time deciphering 
the Russian alphabet on my map 
and on all the signs in the metro 
stations. Although it took me two 
days to learn that the Russian 
words for exit and entrance were 
not the names of very popular 
metro stops, I did find the House 
of Friendship before dark on that 
first day. 

I showed the names on my let¬ 
ters to several people until I 
finally found someone who spoke 
English and was directed to Yuri 
Menshikov — Secretary for Re¬ 
lations between Soviet and For¬ 
eign Cities. He was very pleas¬ 
ant and agreeable, and seemed 
as though he sincerely wanted 
to help us. However, he didn*t 
seem quite ready to follow 
through with any of the sugges¬ 
tions I had for specific ways he 
might help. He said he was sorry 
that Greenbelt had gone to so 
much work for nothing. I as¬ 
sured him that it had not been 
for nothing. 

Finally, I showed him a letter 
I had received from the director 
of the Washington, D.C.-Moscow 
Capital Citizens' Exchange ask¬ 
ing if Greenbelt would like to 
join with them in their efforts 
to develop a sister-city relation¬ 
ship between Moscow and Wash¬ 
ington by adopting a suiburb of 
Moscow and forming a “suburb- 
to-suibubb” link. I asked his opin¬ 
ion of this idea. He looked no¬ 
ticeably relieved and started to 
explain the problems with a 
Greenbelt-Rezekne exchange. Ap¬ 
parently, Soviets are unwilling 
to pair cities with populations of 
less than 50,000. Furthermore, 
the Ground Zero Pairing Project, 
the organization that paired 
Greenbelt with Rezekne, had 
made the fatal mistake of not 
consulting with his office before 
pairing cities. Therefore, accord¬ 
ing to him, there had been no

responses. But, he continued, this 
idea of developing a suburb-to- 
suiburb relationship was definite¬ 
ly possible —- although Greenbelt 
would be a “first.” He suggested 
I forget about Rezekne and go 
back to Washington to work on 
this new project and then es¬ 
corted me to the door. 

It was dark by the time I 
found my way back to the Hotel 
Minsk. Being a true Greenbelter, 
I was infuriated that bureau¬ 
cracy would stand in the way of 
Greenbelt exchanging messages 
of peace and friendship with 
Rezekne, so I returned to Men¬ 
shikov's office a few days later 
with a letter, written with typi¬ 
cal Greenbelt frankness, explain¬ 
ing that while Greenbelt may 
be a small town, our efforts to 
extend a hand of friendship had 
big importance and ought to be 
appreciated enough to be an¬ 
swered. With that, I felt my work 
was finished and I spent the rest 
of my time enjoying Moscow and 
its people. I discovered a beauti¬ 
ful, unique, and exciting city fill¬ 
ed with as divergent a popula¬ 
tion as one could imagine. I 
left Moscow feeling even more 
the importance of Soviets and 
Americans becoming better ac¬ 
quainted with the wonders of 
each other.

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GHI Board Holds Hearing on Plan 
To Sell Unit lor Greenbelt Museum

Characterizing the propos¬ 
al for turning an original 
government-built home in 
old Greenbelt into a museum 
as “an idea whose time has 
come,” Don Volk, Vice-Pres¬ 
ident of the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM), 
led off the hearing held by 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., on the 
proposal on April 10. Under 
the plan, the city of Green¬ 
belt would purchase a GHI 
home for use as a museum. 
The city would pay GHI 
monthly charges which cov¬ 
er taxes, insurance and main¬ 
tenance. Under present plans 
FOGM would pay utilities, 
furnishing, exhibits and pro¬ 
vide caretakers and guides 
(volunteers and perhaps ev¬ 
entually a part-time paid 
employee). 

Margaret Hogensen, President 
of GHI, emphasized that under 
the proposal GHI will not con¬ 
tribute in any way to the finan¬ 
cial support of the museum. She 
said that at the May 14 annual 
membership meeting, GHI mem¬ 
bers will be asked to approve the 
use of one or more units as a 
museum. According to the infor¬ 
mation furnished to members in 
anticipation of the membership 
meeting, GHI bylaws already 
provide for ownership of GHI 
units by not-for-profit organiza¬ 
tions. (For example, some 
churches in Greenbelt have for 
years owned units which are used 
as residences for church person¬ 
nel.) Moreover, GHFs attorney 
has ruled that the board of di¬ 
rectors has the authority to ap¬ 
prove a modified mutual owner¬ 
ship contract allowing use of 
one or more units for a non-resi- 
dental use—that is, for a mu¬ 
seum, The board, however, chose 
to put the question to the mem¬ 
bership. 

Hearing Sparsely Attended 

The small turn-out at the April 
10 hearing gave little indication 
about the views of the majority 
of the members. Aside from GHI 
board, audit committee, and staff 
members, FOGM leaders, and city 
officials, only about 15 GHI mem¬ 
bers attended. 

Volk gave a brief history of 
the efforts to found a museum, 
which go back to the 1970’s be¬ 
fore the rehabilitation program 
in GHI. He credited an early com¬ 
mittee with preserving original 
windows, radiators and other fix¬ 
tures, which could now be used 
to restore a unit to its original 
condition. 

Mary Linstrom, Co-Chair of 
the Museum Subcommittee, called 
a museum “a gift to the rest of 
Greenbelt.” She pointed out that 
Greenbelt has a special place in 
the history of this country and 
that a museum could help make 
newcomers to the city aware of 
that place. 

Of the five GHI members who 
spoke at the meeting, only one 
supported the museum proposal, 
Nina Letaw asked how the pro¬ 
posal would affect CHI's listing 
with the Register of Historic 
Places. GHI General Manager 
Ron Colton assured heT that the 
museum should enhance its po¬ 
sition since restoration is an ob¬ 
jective of the trust. Letaw 
endorsed the idea of the museum 
and offered the suggestion that 
records should be kept on the 
changes which the building had 


undergone and how it would be 
restored. Dorothy Sucher, FOGM 
president and co-chair of the 
Museum Subcommittee, agreed 
that such records might be val¬ 
uable to other historical preser¬ 
vation organizations. 

Financial Questions 

GHI member Ottilie Van Allen 
asked about “the financial basis 
for all this.” Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld replied that the museum was 
publicized as one of the projects 
which might be funded from the 
city’s capital improvements bond 
issue approved by city voters 
last May. Member Steve Curtis, 
calling the bond issue “already 
over-subscribed,” asked whether 
there was enough money to pur¬ 
chase the unit. Weidenfeld re¬ 
plied that the voters had been 
told before approving the bond 
issue that there might not be 
enough money for all projects. 
He said that priorities for the 
money have not been established 
and suggested that the museum 
might be funded by putting aside 
some funds from regular reve¬ 
nues. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
is recommending that unappro¬ 
priated surplus funds be used for 
acquisition of the unit. He also 
noted that even if the city paid 


would be well under one percent 
of the city budget, 

GHI member Lucille Jacoby, 
who said she felt the money could 
be better used for other purposes, 
asked the mayor whether the 
council intended to put the issue 
to a referendum. Weidenfeld re¬ 
plied that this had not been dis¬ 
cussed by the council but that 
the matter would be on the agen¬ 
da for several council meetings 
at which residents could give 
their views to city council. 

Hogensen read a letter from 
GHI member Eunice Coxon op¬ 
posing the museum proposal and 
saying that the museum would 
contribute to a shortage of af¬ 
fordable housing by using a resi¬ 
dence for a non-residential use. 
Sucher acknowledged the point 
but emphasized that the museum 
would take only one or perhaps 
eventually two units out of resi¬ 
dential use. She suggested that 
this was a case of “balancing 
two good things” against each 
other. 

Volk summed up the-case for 
a museum by maintaining that 
Greenbelt is better known out¬ 
side than inside the city. A mu¬ 
seum would help educate the peo¬ 
ple of Greenbelt as well as the 
many visitors from other areas 
and from foreign countries who
